The place where they hold the ghost 
dance is a narrow valley, on two sides of 
which are dense clumps of trees. The In ­ 
dians planned to keep up the dance untij 
the soldiers interfered. Then a devilisl 
plot would be put into execution. The 
dance would be kept np in the middle' of a 
natural amphitheater, and when the sol 
diers defiled down the valley between the 
trees hundreds of Indians, who would be 
concealed therein, would mow them down 
with rifles. 
McGau says they talked this m atter over 
in the most calculating m anner, figuring 
just how they could dispose of their braves 
so as to insure the killing of every soldier. 
McGau, as soon as he could get away, has­ 
tened to the agency to inform General 
Brooke of the awful projected trap for him . 
This story removed from the minds of the 
officers the least duubt of the blood-thirsty 
spirit that takes possession of the Indians. 
ARRANGING ANOTHER PLOT. 


C h icag o , Xovember 23d.—General Miles 
this afternoon received a telegram from one 
of his officers at Rosebud saying that in­ 
formation had been received that the hos­ 
tile'Indians are moving frotu Pass creek to­ 
ward Pine Ridge iu two parlies. This news 
comes from Indians who have returned 
from Pine Ridge, and believed to be relia­ 
ble. 
It is reported that they are going to 
the Pine Ridge Agency to get the Indians 
there to talk to the commanding officer in 
their behalf, the intention being for Chief 
Two Strike to stab the General, as a signal 
for a general attack by his band. 
The officer adds ihat there seems to be no 
doubt that the leaders mean war, and are 
only using Prophet Short Bull as a protext 
to keep the Indians together. 
General Miles says the troops have been 
fully advised of this and other reports, and 
due precaution will be taken. 
General Miles also read this evening a 
letter from Poplar Creek Agency from Cap­ 
tain Huggins. The Indians, he says, are 
better armed to-day than ever before. Sit­ 
ting Bull’s messenger, W hite Cut, stopped 
there a week ago on his way back from 
Canada. H e reported to the Poplar creek 
Indians that the Indians north of the line 
were richer and more prosperous than those 
who had come back to this country after 
the Custer affair. W hite Cut also gave or­ 
ders here that if a hostile shot was fired at 
any time in Dakota or elsewhere, all the 
Indians everywhere m ust rise and do what 
damage they could, and join Sitting Bull 
and Kicking Bear in the Black Hills. 
W hite Cut furthermore told them that 
the conditions are now more favorable for 
an Indian war than ever before, as there 
are great drovee of cattle all through the 
country where the buffalo used to be. 
The scout told the Captain that he thinks 
Sitting Bull wants to assemble a large force 
of warriors next spring as even if the 
expected 
divine assistance should not 
come, he could stand the troops off for a 
while, and possibly win some battles and 
then escape into British Columbia, as he 
did before, where he would be safe and 
could make a treaty with the United States 
again. 
Captain Huggins says the reports from 
the Fort Belknap Agency indicate that the 
Indians there are also in a very excited 
state. 
TthSih 
MORE TROOPS FOR THE FRONTIER. 
S t. L ouis, Xovember 23d.—General Mer­ 
ritt, c immanding the Departm ent of the 
Missouri, in accordance with orders re­ 
ceived from W ashington, to-day started 
the seventh regiment of cavalry and a com­ 
pany of artillery with a ba'tery of four 
guns from Fort Riley to the scene of the 
troubles in Dakota by a special train. 
A YOUNG LADY ASSAULTED. 


B i s m a r c k (X. D.), Xovember 23d—Con­ 
siderable excitement wes caused last night 
by an assault committed by an Indian on 
Miss W right, a stenographer employed in 
the Capitol. 
W hile on her way home in 
the evening she was accosted by an Indian, 
and when she tried to evade him he struck 
her on the head and knocked her down. 
Xo motive for the assault is known, and it 
is probable he was drunk. 
Miss W right's 
injuries are not serious. 
To-day advices from Standing Rock con­ 
tinued favorable. 
Rations were issued 
yesterday, and Agent McLaughlin reports 
that only a sm all num ber of bucks are 
away. 
The m ilitary authorities’ count 
shows that a large num ber did not appear, 
however, and to day 
a scouting : arty 
crossed the river to the east side to look up 
the wandering Indians. 
All the schools at 
the Agency are closed on account of the ex­ 
cited state of the reds. At a council yester­ 
day the friendly chiefs avowed allegiance 
to the Agent, and reiterated their opposi­ 
tion to Sitting Bull and the Messiah doc­ 
trines. 
TOWNS DESERTED. 
S t. P a u l, Xovember 23d.—A Pioneer 
Press Pierce (S. D.) special says: 
A corre­ 
spondent just returned from Fort Bennett 
reports that the officers say that no im m e­ 
diate trouble is feared. The Indians are 
skirm ishing around in small parties, and 
the rest are going to join the ghost dances. 
The towns of Litbeau and Fairbanks are 
absolutely deserted, but the report that 
seven whites have been killed near the 
former place is groundless.

REQUEST FROM CHEYENNE FOR PROTECTION. 
W a s h in g to n , Xovember 23d.—Secretaty 
Proctor has received no information from 
the Indian troubles other than that already 
made public. 
Besides the Seventh Regi­ 
m ent of Cavalry, which has been started 
from Fort Riley, the Sixth Regiment, now 
scattered in Arizona and Xew Mexico, has 
been ordered to assemble and be forwarded 
to Pine Ridge. 
During the day the Secretary received a 
letter from Mayor Buffalo of Wyoming, 
complaining that there was only a small 
company of infantry in that vicinity, and 
that the frontiersmen are certain that if the 
Indians break away from the reservation 
that wili be one of the first points they 
will make for. H e demanded arms anti 
am m unition, or other protection. 
The 
Secretary ordered the m atter looked into. 
The agent at Pine Ridge, who yesterday 
requested authority to employ an addi­ 
tional lot of Indian police, has been author­ 
ized to employ fifty-five as scouts for the 
same duties, the limit of Indian police hav­ 
ing been reached. 
INDIANS DESERT THE RESERVATION.

INDIANS CHANGING THEIB TACTICS. 
C h icag o . Xovember 231.—Late to-night 
General Miles said he had advices from 
General Brocke saying that the turbulent 
Indians 
are 
evidently 
changing their 
minds, and instead of making an at ack 
are more submissive. 
W hat this meant 
could noi be told, hut the natural treachery 
of the Indians is not being lost sight of 
by the officials. 
The longer they refrain 
from hostilities the better it is for the 
army, which can be concentrated to better 
advantage. 
The General also received a dispatch to­ 
night from the Sherifl of Xelson county, 
North Dakota, saying that a friendly In ­ 
dian brought information that two h u n­ 
dred bucks had left the Devil’s Lake Res­ 
ervation. 
Colonel Cody (B uihlo Bill) left to-night 
for Omaha, and will go thence to Rnsh- 
ville. 
Before leaving to night he said the 
question of an outbreak was problematical. 
If the grass were four inches high he 
would expect it every night; as it is, the 
season is against an uprising. However, 
with the fanatical bucks dancing the ghost 
dance, there is no telling into what fever 
they may work themselves. There will, it 
appears, certainly be trouble unless the 
dances are stopped. On the other hand, 
interference by the soldiers may precipi­ 
tate war, so it looked bad either way. 


GENERAL BB00KE FEARS TROUBLE. 
C h ica g o , Xovember 23d.—The Pine Ridge 
m ilitary authorities adm it to-night that a 
numerous band from Rosebud la en route 
to Pine Ridge. The dancers are coming 
into the agency to-day in squads, prepar­ 
ing to draw rations to-morrow. 
Much 
loud talk is heard. The Indians mainly 
disclaim any hostile intentions. This atti­ 
tude. however, does not satisfy General 
Brooke or Agent Royer. 
The fear is- now that many dancers will 
decline to come to the asencv for rations, 
but organize incursions into the country 
bordering on the reservation. In order 
that this phase of the question may be 
properly met, General Brooke has ordered 
a large body of troops from Omaha and 
other points to Rushville. Troop3 at other 
points are under m arching orders, to be 
ready to cut oft any raiding parties that 
may leave the reservation.

The public school at Orange Vale is in a 
most satisfactory condition just now.

They say there are not any corn fields 
of any description to be had for feed any 
where down that way, when before there 
was no trouble at all to get one. The 
scarcity of feed is owing to the continued 
high water last spring. 
We understand that the necessary fix­ 
tures and machinery for a sawmill have 
been ordered from one of the large foun­ 
dries, for use at the lumber boom near the 
prison. In a short time the work of build­ 
ing a place to accommodate the machinery 
and carry on the work it is to do will be 
comm ence!. The mill wiil be in working 
order about the first of the year if no u n ­ 
foreseen accident occurs to prevent the 
same. 
A Solano county paper reports the re­ 
ceipt of some ripe oranges this week, and 
says they are the first reported in the State. 
Two weeks ago we were shown some ripe 
oranges by Pet Currier, grown in his yard 
here. 
We have now ou our table a beauti­ 
ful cluster of five oranges, presented to us 
by him , which hungripeon the tree several 
days ago. Sacramento county is entitled 
to "the honor of the first ripe oranges this 
year, and Folsom is the place they came 
from.

CARBONDALE. 


O p e ra tio n s iu th e N ew C oal D is tric t in 
A m a d o r C ounty. 
1 Folsom Telegraph, November 22d.l 
Carbondale is the name of the latest 
boom town on the list. 
It is.situated in 
Amador county, about twenty ruiles from 
Folsom. 
The parties interested in the new 
town are nearly all residents of Sacramento 
county. On Sunday a Telegraph reporter 
was over there and found the town had 
made good headway, and there is no doubt 
but that in a few m onths it will be a pros­ 
perous little burg. It is located on the line 
of the lone railroad, and has every advant­ 
age possible to help it along. The com­ 
pany are at work sinking a shaft for coal, 
which they expect to strike at a depth of 
sixty feet. They have found coal in several 
places at a depth of from fifty to sixty feet. 
The coal they found is ol an extra fine 
quality. 
They have aho found the finest quality 
of glass «and yet discovered in the country, 
and from ihis they intend to make bottles, 
window glass and all articles made in the 
glassware line. They have also an inex­ 
haustible bank of pottery clay of superior 
quality, from which anything in this line 
can be made. They have been burning a 
large lot of brick, which they finished last 
week. W ith these brick they intend to 
erect a num ber of houses. Several build­ 
ings have been already put up on the town 
site. The owners of the town site are en­ 
ergetic and determined to build up the 
place, aud offer good inducements to any­ 
one who wili go there and bnild. 
The houses they are building have been 
constructed of wood, but are put up in 
such a m anner that when sufficient bricks 
are available, brick walls can be built 
around the wooden structure. The town 
is situated in what is known as Buckeye 
vailey. 
There are very fine rauches in the 
immediate 
vicinity, and everything is 
favorable to the founding of a thriving 
town in a short time.

W a s h in g to n . November 23d.—The forth­ 
coming annual report of Postmaster-Gen­ 
eral W anamakcr will _be, undoubtedly, the 
most interesting and valuable of any issued 
for many years past. 
Mr. W anam aker hss 
not only faithfully set down the operations 
of the departm ent during the past fiscal 
year, but he evidently has given the mail 
service a great deal of earnest thought. 
His treatm ent of the 
leading subjects 
which he discusses is conspicuously able. 
The limited postal tel-graph scheme is 
exhaustively discussed. 
He shows that 
the telegraph is no longer a luxury, but a 
great and growing necessity, and essential 
to the very fife of the business world. 
The people, he believes, have a right not 
only jo a better service, but a cheaper 
service, and he argues that the exclusive 
management of this great engine, which 
furnishes motive power for the commerce 
of the world, should not be permitted in 
the hands of a few millionaires, whose 
sole interest in it is to get the largest re­ 
turns from the smallest possible outlay. 
He shows that the scheme which has been 
recommended to Congress is entirely feas­ 
ible and should be pressed to a final con­ 
sum mation. 
The report will show that the deficiency 
this year i3 iu the neighborhood of six 
million dollars. 
It will aiso show that the 
service is carrying many heavy and un­ 
necessary burdens, from which it should 
be speedily released, but (he leliefm ust, 
unfortunately, come through Congress. It 
is shown that daring the last twenty years 
there has been no material changes in the 
rates paid the railroad companies for car­ 
rying the mails, and yet within that time 
there has been a gradual decrease in freight 
rates am ounting to at least 20 per cent. 
Mr. W anamaker applied his knowledge 
of arithm etic to this tact, and he finds that 
if the railroads were compelled to make to 
the Government the same concessions it 
has within the last twenty years made 
to the freight shippers the saving to the 
people would be about four and a half 
million of dollars. 
This saving alone 
would place the service nearly upan a self- 
sustaining basis. The postal service is com­ 
pelled to carry the mail burden of all the 
other 
departments of the Gavernment 
without compensation. 
If the other de­ 
partments were compelled to pay postage 
on m atter sent by them through the mails, 
the revenues of the postal service would 
be increased thereby by about eight m ill­ 
ion dollars. 
_ 
And then another million dollars is lost 
to the Government through the carrying 
of fake advertising sheets as sample copies, 
at the same rates as are charged legitimate 
newspapers. 
It is not the purpose of the 
publishers of these fake sheets to increase 
their circulation, as one might suppose, 
but the only mission in the life of these 
sheets is to advertise 
schemes of one 
character or another by which the public 
may be made to part with their money. 
Still another burden is borne in carry­ 
ing paper covered novels 
at newspaper 
rates. Each num ber consists of a sample 
complete story, and the only evidence of 
its being a serial publication is the state­ 
ment to that effect on the cover. The law 
provides that a printed book shall pay 
postage at the rate of one cent for each 
ounce, and yet these publishers succeed in 
evading the law, and so, instead of paying 
book rates, they pay only newspaper rates 
—one cent per pound. Yet Congress al­ 
lows the Government to be robbed of at 
least a million dollars every year iu this 
way. 
* 
Mr. W anam aker points out just how 
the Government is annually defrauied of 
many millions of dollars. 
It is the plain 
duty of Congress to stop the leaks at once. 
The report discusses at some length the 
question of a reduction of the letter post­ 
age to one' cent. 
Mr. W anamaker does 
not think, however, that the time has quite 
arrived when a reduction would be ad­ 
visable; should Congress think otherwise, 
however, he would offer no special objec­

do not claim, to be able to effect an entire 
cure if the microbes have been allowed to 
m utilate the lung, but until the disease has 
advanced to this stage, I do claim to be 
able to effect an entire cure.-’

Highest of ail in Leavening Power.— LT. S. Gov’t Report, Aug. 17, 1SS9, 
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THE RECENT LICENSE DECISION. 


T he full text of the recent decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United States in 
th e San Francisco license case is at hand 
T he opinion by Mr Justice Field, and in 
w hich the full bench concurs, substantially 
holds as was set out in the R e c o r d - U n io n 
som e ten days ago. 
T he decision of the Court is, in brief, 
that com munities in California may make 
and enforce w ithin their lim its local, po­ 
lice and sanitary regulations, not in con­ 
flict w ith general laws, and that commit­ 
ting to a police or other local Commission 
the discretionary power to refuse or to 
grant a license to carry on a business that 
is the proper subject of regulation, is w ith­ 
in the police powers of a city or town. 
But the most interesting portion of the 
opinion is that in which the Court takes 
occasion to remove what it says is an er­ 
roneous impression that obtains— that is, 
that the selling of liquors is specially 
imed at in license regulation ; that there 
is som ething wrong in principle and ob­ 
jectionable when restrictions or regulations 
imposed upon other businesses are applied 
to the selling of liquors by retail. 
The 
Court says on this point, and dwells upon 
it w ith emphasis: 
It is the right of every citizen to pursue any 
law ful trade or business, uDder such restrictions 
as are imposed upon all persous of the same 
age, sex and condition. But the possession aud 
enjoym ent of all rights are subject to such rea­ 
sonable conditions as m ay be deem ed by the 
governing authority of the country essential to 
the safety, health, peace, good order and morals 
o f the com m unity. 
Even liberty itself, the 
greatest of all rights, is not unrestricted license 
to act according to one's own will. It is only 
freedom from restraint under conditions essen­ 
tial to the equal enjoym ent of the same right by 
others 
It is then liberty regulated by law. The 
right to acquire, enjoy, and dispose of property 
is declared in the Constitutions ot several States 
to be one of the inalienable rights ot m an. But 
this declaration is not held to preclude the Leg­ 
islature ot any State from passing laws respect­ 
ing the acquisition, enjoym ent aud disposition 
ot properly. Some occupations by the noise 
m ade in tlieir pursuit, some by the odors they 
engender, aud some by the dangers accom pany­ 
ing them , require regulations as to the locality 
in which they shall be conducted. Som eby the 
dangerous ch aractero f the articles used, m anu­ 
factured, or sold require, also, special qualifica­ 
tions in the parties perm itted to use, m anu­ 
facture, or sell them . AH this is but common 
knowledge. 
It is urged that, as the liquors are 
used as a beverage, and the injurv following 
them , if taken in excess, is voluntarily inflicted 
and is confined to the party offending, th eir sale 
should be without restrictions, the contention 
being th a t w hat a m an shall drink, equally 
w ith w hat he shall eat, is not properly m atter 
for legislation. There is in this position an as­ 
sum ption of a fact which does not exist, th at 
w hen the liquors are taken ia excess the in­ 
juries are confined to the party offending. The 
injury, it is true, first falls upon him in his 
health, which the habit unuerm ines; in his 
m orals, w hich it weakens; and in the self­ 
abasem ent which it creates. But, as it leads to 
neglect of business and waste of property and 
general dem oralization, it afiects those who are 
im m ediately connected w ith and dependent 
upon him . 
The Court then proceeds to say that the 
sale of liquors at all times has been, and 
by the Courts of every State considered 


the proper subject of legislative regulation. 
N ot only may a license be exacted from 
the seller, but restrictietions may be im ­ 
posed also as to the class of persons to 
whom such sale may be made, the hours 
and days in which the -.ale may take piace 
and even the sale may be prohibited and 
license refused. 
In other words, it is a 
question of public expediency and public 
morality, and not of Federal law. 
There 
is no inherent right to sell liquors by re­ 
tail, says the Court; it is not a privilege of 
a citizen, and it may therefore be per­ 
m itted under conditions or prohibited, and 
the manner and extent of regulation rest 
in the discretion of the governing author­ 
ity. which may vest it in such officers as it 
deems proper. 
“As in many other cases, 
the officers may not always exercise the 
power conferred upon them with wisdom 


fornia, and there is no bil^of the dozen or 
more we have exam ined, that comes so near 
to the desired method, as that which has 
been proposed by a San Francisco Commit­ 
tee of the Federated Trades; and by the 
Young Men’s Democratic League. 
Under 
such a bill all ballots w ill be printed by 
the State or county or district. 
They w ill 
contain the names of all candidates, and 
the voter w ill indicate his preference by a 
mark opposite to the name. 
It m ight be 
better to require the officers to arrange the 
names according to party nominations, but 
in most other respects the bill appears to 


be faultless. 
That portion of it which provides for 
entering upon the list of candidates all 
who file a certain number of indorsements 


or have secured a certain per cent, of votes 
at a prior election, will probably cause the 
only serious divergence of opinions, and 
upon that branch of the reform ballot 
question the debate is an open one and in­ 
volves considerations which we w ill take 


up at a later day. 
But so far as the uniform, officially 
printed ballot, the voting booth and the 
ballot stub checks are concerned, it cer­ 
tainly is a superior measure to any yet dis­ 
cussed in any of the States. 
It is a better 
bill than that now operative in N ew York, 
because there is no paster rider and no 
permission to parties to print ballots after 
the official model. 
It is a better bill than 
that which became the law in Massachu­ 
setts last year, because it is provided that 
the ballots shall be issued with stubs from 
which they shall be torn. 
The stub bears 
a number corresponding to the number of 
the ballot and that set opposite the voter’s 
name on the poll list when he receives his 
ballot. 
On retuining from the prepara­ 
tion booth the inspeclor, after identifying 
(he ballot by the number on the outside 
fold, thus insuring the exclusion of a fraud­ 
ulent or counterfeit ballot, tears off the 
number and the voter casts his ballot ab­ 
solutely free from any means of iden­ 
tification. 
The poll-list cannot be “stuffed” as un­ 
der the present law, for the numbers oppo­ 
site the names of voters and the numbers 
on the torn stubs must aggregate the same 
amount and agree with the whole number 
of ballots in the box. 
T he official who 
issues the bound book of ballots to the 
Election Board must receive back ballots 
and stubs to make a perfect balance, and 
with the total as stated the poll-list must 
agree. 
Thus the only possible fraud upon 
the ballot-box is that in which clerks, 
judges, inspector anti ballot clerk unite, 
aud to accomplish which the whole Board 
must conspire.

Difficulties Encountered by Explorers 
in Central Asia. 
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MUNICIPAL POLITICS. 


In a recent campaign address in New 
York Professor F elix Adler confined him ­ 
self to the consideration of municipal re­ 
forms. 
In the course of his remarks he 
declared that the cultivation of proper 
civic pride is the only true solution of 
municipal difficulties. 
This is the key­ 
note of all reform in our cities, and Adler 


has hit upon it squarely. W ith the Greeks 


the well-being of the town was deemed as 
of great, if not of greater, importance than 
any other. 
It at least came second to that 
of the well-being of the State, and had 
precedence even of the claims of family. 
As Adler put it, the boast of any commu­ 
nity that is progressive must spring from 
pride in public vitality in the town. 


W hen there" is not public life enough in 
a city to inspire pride for the m unicipal­ 
ity no attempted reform of abuses w ill be 
possible. 
This pride must be such as to 
lift the question of m unicipal government 
out of the politics that have State and 
other government m ainly in view. 
That 
is to say, we will have municipal reform 
throughout the U nited States just in pro­ 
portion as we separate m unicipal affairs 
from national and State political coueern, 
and cultivate lasting pride in the city and 
all that concerns it. 
But Mr. Adler would not have cities 
wholly eschew politics; 
while he echoes 
the R e c o r d - U n io n ’s oft-voiced sentim ent 
that the need is to quicken the municipal 
conscience, he would have parties in mu­ 
nicipalities, since politics means policies. 
But these parties should relate only to 
municipal issues, and be kept wholly dis­ 
tinct from State and national politics or 
policies. 


Y et the lifting of American cities to a 
plane of clean m unicipal polities would 
have a m ighty influence in molding people 
for activity in State and National life, for, 
as Professor Adler puts i t : 
The question of the lim it or education in the 
public schools, the care of the indigent and 
sick, the houses of correct'on aud reform , are 
m atters of public policy—are politics, and must 
be so treated. Such questions lead to ethers of 
deeper m om ent—ot the lim it oi State iuteifer- 
ence, of the public instead of private control of 
the m eans of rapid transit and other great im ­ 
provem ents. of tlie absolute equality of tax a­ 
tion, and of the establishm ent ot a m unicipal 
legislature. 
It you but have principles in the 
contest, m en ot ability aud honor w ill be glad 
to serve the ci'y. Governm ent is an art. 
It 
cannot be gained by intuition. The governm ent 
of cities is especially ' 
.1 . 
, , 
a . .1 . 1 v‘ cities is especially im portant, ior cities are 
o r ju stic e to th e p a rtie s atiected .

This decision is tiierefore sweeping, and 
so emphatic that it must be taken as finally

That idea is opposed to the proposition 
that municipal government is sim ply and 
coldly business, and we incline to the be­ 
lief that it is a sound one. For w hile busi- 


nd for all time settling the question of j ne*3 principles should mold the m unicipal 
methods, yet even upon them opinions 
would divide, and out of such division 
municipal parties contending for policies 
would arise. 
So independent and distinct 
municipal parties can be maintained, and 
made to quicken civic pri.le, and though 
wholly distinct, from State and Natfenal 
politics, would tend to qualify the people 
of cities better to enter into and divide 
upon State and National issues, and to ob­ 
tain clearer perceptions of duty towards 


State and Nation. 
So that to cultivate 
civic pride aud promote clean municipal 
politics, upon strict municipal lines, w ill 
rather stim ulate than hinder activity in 
and betterment of State and National pol­ 
itics. 


the power of regulation and the rights of 
communities to restrict or enlarge the li­ 
cense to sell liquor, or to refuse to issue it 
at all, or to attach to it conditions, for vio­ 
lation of which the permit may be for­ 
feited, provided always, of course, that the 
discretion thus given to communities is 
not abused and operates onlv to the con­ 
servation of the peace, order, health, mor­ 
als and well-being of the community. 
The decision clears away all sophistry, 
all confusing arguments concerning rights 
under Federal and State authority to con­ 
duct businesses of many classes, and all the 
ingenious logic that has been invoked to 
m aintain the claim of inherent right to 
conduct the liquor or any other business 
without interference by the State, in the 
exercise of local, police and sanitary regu 
latin g powers.

TELEGRAM OF CONDOLENCE. 
B e r l i n , November 23d.—Emperor W ill­ 
iam has sent a telegram of condolence to 
the Queen of Holland. 
[Willem III.. King of Holland, was the sou of 
Willem II., King oi the N etherlands, and aide- 
de-cam p to the Duke of W ellington, Grand 
Puke of Luxem burg, who died March, 1817. 
He com m anded the Dutch troops at the battle 
of Waterloo. His son, Willem 111., succeeded 
him . His m other was A nna Faulowna, sister 
of the Czar of Russia. 
Willem was born Feb­ 
ruary. 1817. He m arried Sophia, daughter of 
the King of W urtem berg, in 1849. queen Sophia 
died iu 1S77. 
l'he King m arried in 1879 Emma, 
daughter of the Friuee of W alde.k. He suc­ 
ceeded also to the Grand Dukedom of Luxem ­ 
burg. The throne was hereditary In the m ale 
descendants of the House of Nassau—Orange 
until 1886, w hen the Princess W illemine, born 
August 31,1880, was declared next heir to her fa 
tner, King Willem III. In January, 1SS9,the King 
was so ill th a t his death seemed very near at 
hand. 
He partly recovered, but has ever since 
been a hopele-s invalid w ith chronic disease. 
In March, 1889, the States-General was con­ 
vened, aud April 2d conferred on the Council of 
Minister»' direction of the Government, 
But 
April 29th the King had so m uch recovered his 
m ental powers that he resum ed his rule. About 
a m onth ago the King again became very ill, 
and on the 6;h inst. the Grand Duke of Nassau 
took the oath as Regent for the Duchy of L ux­ 
em burg, of which King Willem was Grand 
Duke ae jure. About the same tim e the Queen 
of Holland assumed the Regency over that 
country. By the death of W illem the connec­ 
tion ot the N etherlands and the Grand Duchy 
of Luxem burg as to the crown ceases, since 
the 
law 
of 
succession 
excludes 
female 
heirs. 
The Duke of Nassau was deposed 
in 1866 from bis Duchy, w hich was annexed 
to Prussia 
W hen the King of Hollaud and the 
N etherlands was sick iu January, 1889, the Duke 
becam e Regent and took the oath April 11th, 
but In May King Willem resum ed his rule and 
the Duke w ithdrew and returned to Germany. 
Duke Adolph was bom July 21,1817, and repre­ 
sents th e elder line of Nassau-Orange. The 
Princess W illem ine w ill succeed to the throne 
of Hollaud. She is nearly 11 years old aud will 
probably rem ain under the regency of the 
Queen until she attains legal age and pending 
revision of the Constitution regarding the royal 
succession.—Eds. Kecord-U nion ]

ing the travels of Prince H enry of Orleans 
and M. Bonvalot, in Central Asia, dar­ 
ing the past year, says: 
The 
travelers 
made their way on the vast plateaus of 
Thibet 
ac oss 
a thonsand 
m iles 
of 
desert, at an altitude varying from 13,000 
to 19,000 feet, and reached the south of 
Lake Tenori-Mor, af:er m any days’ journey 
on horseback from Lhassa. 
They made 
their way eastward by a new route, and it 
was only at Tchangcha that they rejoined 
the route formerly followed by the French 
missionaries. 
“From Tchangcha.” says M. Bonvalot, 
“we went to Batane, and by Li Tong to Ta 
Tsien Lon. 
W e have traveled about 1.500 
miles in an unknown region, nearly half­ 
way without a guide. 
W e have had a ter­ 
rible winter, quicksilver freez’ng, and we 
have been assailed by terrible 
storms, 
which took our breath away, which biinded 
us, and which made it still more trying to 
walk at so great an altitude. 
“W e lost som e of our men and cattle, and 
were in a constant state of apprehension. 
The only combustible we had was the 
droppings of wild yaks, and no water. For 
two m onths we made our tea with ice, 
which was generally m ixed with sand and 
ear.h. 
Every one of our camels and 
horses died of fatigue, thirst and hunger. 
After long negotiations with the authori­ 
ties of Lhassa, we obtained what horses 
and yaks we required, and made our way 
eastward, keeping to the north road from 
Lhassa. 
Prince H enry showed him self to 
be a good traveler, enduring and courag­ 
eous.” 
The explorers came out in Indo-China, 
a id made their way to Tonquin.

WHOSE IS IT? 


THE BASEBALL PENNANT APPARENTLY 
WITHOUT AN OWNEB. 


San F ran cisco an d S acram en to A ppear 
to be T ied—A C laim th a t San F ra n ­ 
cisco H unt Lose One G am e. 


Is it a tie or have the Sacramentos won 
the California League pennant ? 
This is the all absorbing topic in baseball 
circles. 
The season closed with yesterday's 
games, and according to the table as kept 
bv the R ecord-U niow and published after 
every game played daring the year, the 
San Franciscos and Sacramentos are tied 
for first place. The table shows just how 
m any games etch club has played with 
the others, and it is now claimed by the 
Sacramentos that the San Franciscos have 
played one more game with Stockton than 
the schedule called for. W ith this contest 
thrown out the Sacramentos are entitled to 
the pennant. 
This little m atter might not have been 
discovered bad not Armstrong, the Cap­ 
tain of the Stocktons, rem arked the other 
day »bat he thought bis club bad played 
one game too many with the San F ran­ 
ciscos. 
The table shows that the Bay club has 
figured in forty-sis contests with the Stock­ 
tons, and the schedule of games as kept by 
Albert Eppelein, the Secretary of the Sac­ 
ram ento club, shows that only forty-five 
games were arranged by the Directors to be 
played between Mr. Finn s club and the 
teem from Stockton. The question that 
remains to be decided is, W ho has the cor­ 
rect schedule as made up by the managers 
at their 
conference 
before the season 
opened 0 
It may be that the whole cflair has been 
muddled so badly tbat it will be impossible 
to reach a satisfactoiv understanding, and 
in such an event the proper and only al­ 
ternative will be for the Sacramentos and 
San Franciscos to play off a deciding game 
to determine which of the two teams is en­ 
titled to the bonor of holding the pennant. 
It is more than pn,bable that this course 
will be the one which both clubs will de­ 
cide to take. Mr. Finn will claim that he 
has followed the schedule as given him, 
and, to avoid a wrangle, a deciding game— 
or, may be, a series of two in ibrec—will be 
played between the two leading clubs. The 
battle for the championship for ihe past 
two weeks has been an exceedingly excit­ 
ing one, and the Sacramento Club owes its 
present position at the lead to the brilliant 
finish made by Colonei Ilobinson’a team. 
The Oaklands recognized the fact that they 
Could not gain even second place, but this 
did not cause the club to play indifferent 
ball. The schedule called for a tb ish cf 
four games between Oakland and San 
Francisco, and the Sacramento Club was in 
snob a position that it was impossible for 
them to win unless the Colonels defeated 
the San Franciscos in every game except­ 
ing one. 
The Oaklands could have easily kept the 
pennant at the Bay, but they knew their 
honor was at stake and that any trickery or 
treachery on their part would blacken 
the name of the team before the public. 
They started in to win every game, and 
they came a3 near to accomplishing their 
object as was possible. On Thursday they 
defeated their opponents; on Friday they 
struggled on even terms with their com­ 
petitors until darkness stopped the game, 
and it was decided a draw. On Saturday 
they achieved another victory over the 
San Franciscos, and yesterday tnev capped 
their victorious march by winning twice 
from the team that was disputing with the 
Sacramentos for first place. 
How the people in this city did praise 
the club from Oakland last night I The 
Colonels could have owned the town were 
they here la3t evening. ‘’D idn't they do 
great work?’’ ‘ H urrah for Oakland 1 They 
saved us!" etc —such were the expressions 
heird all over the city last night, and it is 
safe to say that the team never stood so 
•veil in the estimation of Sacramento as at 
resent. They made an honorable strug­ 
gle to the last. 
The table below shows the standing of 
the four clubs iu the league. The Sacra­ 
m ento managers claim, however, that the 
pennant belongs in this city and will en­ 
deavor to see that their claim is recognized;

F IR S T G A M E. 
The baseball season of the California 
League for 1890 closed in this city y ts’er- 
day with two games between the Sacra­ 
mentos and Stocktons, and the first contest 
was one of the most eventful that bas ever 
been played in Sacramento. It commenced 
at 12:30 o’clock in the afternoon and about 
1,000 people had assembled. 
Everybody 
understood the situation and knew that the 
Sacramentos had a fighting chance for the 
pennant; that if she won both games and 
Oakland defeated the San Franciscos, the 
Senators couid claim the championship. 
Nobody appeared to be aware of the fact 
that a morning game bad been played at 
Oakland, and when the score was placed 
on the blackboard the crowd went wild. 
Oakland had defeated the San Franciscos 
by a score of 1C to 7. and the people quick­ 
ly figured that if Sacramento won both of 
her games from Stockton she would win 
the pennant, providing the afternoon game 
went against San Francisco. 
The contest began and both clubs played 
almost perfect oall 
for seven innings, 
neither side scoring a run. Only one man 
had reached third base, and but two had 
been edvar.ced as far as second. 
Both teams were fielding with admirable 
accuracy, and the two pitchers, Chase and 
Hoffman, divided honors. The eighth in­ 
ning came. 
Bowman got first on four balls 
and a handy three-bagger by McHale scored 
him . 
The Stocktons then came to the bat. 
Wilson reached the initial on a momentary 
‘'juggle" of the ball by Reitz. Fogarty aud 
Bache each drove out a bit and Holliday 
came to the bat with the bases full. Turn­ 
ing to the audience, be smiled and sbou'ed, 
“ Sorry, but I can't help it." Then facing 
the pitcher be siruck the first ball pitched, 
knocking it into the air back of third base. 
It dropped nearly two feet outside the foul 
fine and Roberts took his time about field­ 
ing the ball. Holliday ran half way down 
to first base, and seeing that the ball struck 
foul, he returned to hi3 position in the bat­ 
ter’s box. 
Then somebody yelled “Fair ball.’’ 
Fogarty ran home from third base, and 
Holliday did not exactly know what to do 
Meegan was heard to declare the ball a 
fair hit, and Holliday made a dash for first 
base.

Last evening at the First Baptist Church 
on N inth street was started the first of a 
series of union revival meetings conducted 
by Mrs. Baeyertz, the celebrated Jewish 
evangelist, of Australia. 
Mr3. Baeyer’z is a prepossessing woman 
in the prime of life and is an elcqnent 
speaker, and impresses every one with her 
earnestness. She has ju-t closed a series of 
me-tings in San Francisco, where so many 
art-mded that tickets of admission had to be 
issued. 
Last night about 500 people assembled to 
bear her 
She read from the third chanter of St. 
John, and her theme was "The Unpardon­ 
able Sin.” 
She said that the words of Jesus, ad­ 
dressed to Nicodemus, that “he m ust be 
born again,” were meant tor everyone, no 
matter what their station in life, and that 
thr-y were imperative and bindiugupon all. 
Birth meant life. Our na’urai birth gave 
to us the likeness and qualities of our pa­ 
rents, but this sacred birth was not a 
natural cne. but a spiritual one, making us 
like God. The a u h c r of this new birth is 
the Holy Ghost. 
Regarding the so called unpardonable 
sin, she said it was not mentioned in the 
Bible Irom one lid to the other. 
But there 
is a sin running through the Btble and 
brought out plainly a very great many 
times—but that no Christian can commit 
it. It is one tbat once committed can 
never be committed. Said she: 
"First— 
W hat is the sin? Second—How can it be 
discerned? Third—Why cannot it be for­ 
given?” 
The iady explained that the sin was sim ­ 
ply a saying no to .the Holy Spirit uutil He 
leaves us never to return, so that any one 
who has a desire to become a Christian eau 
be sure tbat they have not committed the 
sin or they would uot have the desire.

“ Hello, Bob, bow’s the m ule?” 
“First rate.” 
“Still alive and eating against the w rit?” 
“ Yes, tbe mole’s all right, a«d as lively 
as when 1 first took charge of him .” 
“ Well, I guess I had better take another 
receipt from yon. Bub, to keep the Sheriffs 
records straight,” said Under Sheriff Long 
in an official talk with R. T. Seotr, who 
chacced to drop into the Sheriffs office re­ 
cently to repot t ¡hat he was alive and tbat 
he still recognizes the red tape which is at­ 
tached to an old mule.

the follow ing paper: 
I, R. T. Scott do hereb y certify tb a t ot th e 
tw o m u les th a t w ere left in m y ch arg e bv

The story of the mule is interesting to 
show how property can be tied up in it.iga- 
tioñ. Somewhere about 1894 5'. Capurro 
was a well to-do business man of this city, 
owning a fine team, which was engaged in 
hauling freight to the mountain's, and a 
horse aud dray, which the owner usad 
about the city. 
H ard luck came upon the 
pioneer, however, and along in 1SG9, when 
C. C Rynerson was Sheriff an attaenrren! 
was issued against Mr. Capurro’s property, 
and the mule team aud horse and dray 
were taken iu charge by the officer. 
The owner claimed a pair of mules as 
extm pt property under a law exempting a 
pair of anim als for a teamster, and ulso set 
up a claim to his horse and dray, which 
were the means of his livelihood. Then 
commenced a legal fight, and in a little 
while the Stockton man was forced into in­ 
solvency under the United States laws 
He 
finally won in bis fight for the horse and 
dray, but the pair of mules claimed as ex­ 
empt for a teamster were tied up in litiga­ 
tion which has never been settled. 
The Sheriff then in office held tbe ani­ 
mals under a writ of attachm ent and when 
he went out of office in 18G7 the mules 
were delivered to his successor, Freeman 
Mills. Two years later Sheriff Mills gave 
the animals to the next Sheriff. George C. 
Castle, and in 1872, when Sheriff Cunning­ 
ham went into office tbe mules were given 
over with the books anti records and prop­ 
erty nn d tr attachment. 
Sheriff Cunningham place the rnnles in 
the charge of It. T. Scott, as the Sheriff s 
keeper, and he kept the anim als together 
until one did in 1878. The other anim al 
is fat and healthy, and promises to live to 
the end of the century, but not to the close 
of the litigation. 
Allowing the Sheriff's keeper $3 per day, 
which is the lim it fixed by law for the pay 
of keepers, tbe surviving mule is charged 
with $26,2S0 costs. 
If the mule is charged 
with ranch fees at $2 per mouth the bill 
against the animal struggling to outlive the 
Courts is $579. Adding $141 for ranch fees, 
chargeable against the one that grew tired 
of the law’s delay and died, would make 
the bill for ranching to be collected out of 
the only property remaining, the lone 
m u’e, $720.

The demand fur grapes for wine-making, 
and the rapid growth ot the industry of 
drying grapes for eastern shipment, to 
there be made into wine, has opened a 
market this year for all tbe grapes raised 
in the couuty, which have been suld to out­ 
side buyers at aboa* $10 per ton, for the 
Mission variety. 
Heretoiore 
here has 
bten no market for grapes iu this county, 
and grape growers have been discouraged, 
but this year they iui rru as that there has 
been a m arket for their grape», though the 
price is small, and that hereafter they will 
begin to take care of their vines, iu the 
hope of a steady m arket and increased 
prices. 
If there should be no m arket for the fresh 
grapes, there always will be a sale for the 
dried article, constquentiv the grape crop 
will not be a dead loss, S3 it has ia mauy 
year3 previous. The fruit m arket in this 
county has now reached that state of de­ 
velopment that there is a huyer for what 
ever is produced by our ranchers. 
This is 
a direct incentive to work on behalf of our 
fruit-rai. c s . both large and small. 
W ith 
the certainty of a market for all they pro­ 
duce, our ranchers are beginning to go to 
work. 
W hile our ranchers are as a class without 
capital, they realize that now they can 
make a small beginning and reap the bene­ 
fit from it while building up their orchards 
The na’ural result is that this season a 
very large acreage wiil be set out to fruit 
trees, and old orchards put in trim for 
bearing.
